Tonight,  the  Wenatchee  Wild  (27-12-3-1,  3rd  Place  Interior  Div.)  face  the  Victoria  Grizzlies  (24-14-3-2,  1st  Place,  Island 
Div.)  in  the  first  of  two  scheduled  meetings  this  season. 

HEAD  TO  HEAD:  This  evening  is  the  fifth  meeting  all-time  between  these  two  clubs.  The  Wild  4-0-0  all-time  against  Victoria. 
Their  last  meeting  was  over  a  year  ago,  on  Jan. 7,  2017  at  Town  Toyota  Center  and  the  Wild  won,  4-1. 

WHO  TO  WATCH  FOR:  Forward  Jasper  Weatherby  (30g,  28a)  leads  the  Wild  and  the  BCHL  in  points  (58),  and  defenseman 
Cooper  Zech  (lOg,  38a)  leads  all  BCHL  defensemen.  Goalie  Austin  Park  is  15-9-0  with  a  2.69  Goals  Against  Average,  and  a 
Save  Percentage  of  .892.  Victoria  is  led  by  standout  rookie  Alex  Newhook  (19g,  34a)  and  veteran  Jamie  Rome  (14g,  30a). 
Goalie  Zach  Rose  in  net  is  13-10-1  with  a  2.91  GAA  and  a  .922  save  pet.
